Official returns from all 357 
counties gave the Social 
Democrats and Communists

Hearings on winter fuel needs 
get under way this week, in 
the wake of a congressional 
staff 
report 
calling 
for 
m andatory 
allocation 
of 
heating fuel 
The Senate subcommittee 
on consumer economics will 
open the hearings Tuesday. 
Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, 
DMinn., released the Joint 
Economic Committee staff 
report Sunday predicting 
problems that could extend 
from local fuel shortages to 
d is a s tro u s 
co n d itio n s, 
depending on the severity of 
the weather. 
The study said that if the 
winter is mild there will be lo­ 
calized 
shortages, 
while 
m oderately cold weather 
could 
result in disastrous 
shortages in certain areas 
unless there is a mandatory 
allocation program. 
And, 
it 
said, 
a 
severe 
winter coupled with reduced 
imports of oil and possible 
refinery breakdowns could 
result 
in 
a 
national 
fuel 
shortage and “an economic 
crisis for the United States 
unparalleled since the Great 
Depression." 
Administration spokesmen 
have been less gloomy in 
their predictions, however. 
John A 
Love, President 
Nixon’s lop energy adviser, 
told Congress last week that, 
“with 
normal 
weather, 
a 
reasonable level of refinery 
output, 
and 
imports

level, we will have no major 
problems, but possibly Some 
localized, 
temporary shor­ 
tages.”

A similar number 
reported two weeks ago when 
the strike started. 
No buses were running, and 
there was no immediate esti­ 
mate of the num ber of 
students in school. There are 


about 24,000 students in the 
district 
Both strike leaders and 
school officials were unavail­ 
able for comment 
The 1,750 striking teachers 
and nonteaching 
employes 
went on strike Sept 4. School 
officials also attempted to 
keep school’s open Sept. 5, the 
first day of the 1973-74 school 
year, but schools were closed 
a day later after only a few of 
the students showed up for 
classes 
Last Monday Osborne post­ 
poned hearings on the tem­ 
porary injunction request and 
ordered

strik ers rejected another

Consumers kept a wary eye on the supermarket cash 
register today as the experts tried to figure out what would 
happen to beef prices that were freed from controls a week 
ago. 
Farmers, processors and retailers generally agreed that 
beef prices would settle down at a level determined by the law 
of supply and demand. 
“ Tne way things look now, the cost of food in the last three 
months of this year might even be less than in July through 
September,” said Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz in an 
interview published in U.S. News & World Report.

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Democrats' Split Is Traced to ’64 


A n Invitation to Europe 


Although he won’t receive an official in* 
vitation until later this month, President 
Nixon already has been given the word that 
the nine Common Market nations would like 
for him to come to Europe and talk about 
mutual concerns. 


The invitation was drafted early this week 
at a meeting of the nine in Copenhagen with 
the full expectation that Mr. Nixon would 
accept because serious problems need 
discussion and because the President is 
anxious to return to the role of world 
statesmen after the negativism of Watergate. 


TWO CRUCIAL 
areas of Mr. Nixon’s 
policies are of special interest to all the 
Common Market nations — Britain. Ger* 
many, France, Italy, Holland, Belgium, 
Luxembourg, Ireland and Denmark. 
They view Mr. Nixon as a strong foe of 
congressional pressure to pull American 
troops from Europe without a corresponding 
but by the Soviet Union. They also see 
America as a potential market for many of 
their products and believe the President is a 
barrier against domestic protectionist forces. 
While Mr. Nixon certainly is anxious to be 
off to Europe and away from Watergate for a 


while, the welcome being repared for him is 
not all he had hoped it would be. 
The President had wanted a summit session 
with the heads of the nine states. French 
opposition apparently has sidetracked the 
summit idea. 
Also, the President had hoped that both 
defense and economic matters could be linked 
in his visit. 
However, the foreign ministers of the nine 
nations have decided that defense matters 
should be covered within the framework of 
the North 
Atlantic Treaty 
Organization 
(NATO). 
W H ILE THE structure of the meetings is 
less than the President had wanted (unless 
Henry Kissinger can persuade the nine 
nations to revise their agenda), the President 
most likely will make the European visit. 
He needs the activity and there is a 
legitimate need for a full discussion of mutual 
U. S. - European problems. 
The President, if he does go to Europe, will 
need to stay on his toes because the 
Europeans may well try to score points when 
Mr. Nixon obviously could use some positive 
publicity which would result from new 
agreements.

Toys Don't Make Genius 


Every parent knows that the best way to get 
baby off to a good start in life is to surround 
him with a variety of colorful, mobile, noisy 
toys that will stimulate his mental develop­ 
ment 
* Not so. says a psychologist. “ Parents who 
are purchasing these materials are almost 
sure to be wasting their money,” claims 
David Elkind of the University of Rochester, 
N.Y.. as quoted by Science News. 


This is not to say. he adds, that an infant 
should be deprived of rattles or mobiles or 
other toys which he enjoys. The important 
thing to rpmember is that the presence of 
such toys will not make him a genius any 
more than their absence of will make him an 
imbecile 
Writing in 
the 
American Journal 
of 


Diseases of Children, Elkind says that the 
question of how much heredity contributes to 
intelligence is unanswerable. However. 
“ Bright children are likely to stay bright 
unless, for whatever reason, they engage in 
activities destructive to mental prowess 
“ Contrariwise, a youngster with average 
ability can, by dint of hard work, accomplish 
a good deal (but) he will never be a genius." 
Toys, says Elkind, should be chosen on the 
basis of their safety and their immediate 
entertainment value, rather than for their 
supposed long-range educational benefits.

- The letter found its way to 
the Woodville 
Independent 
Post Office, 22749, headed by 
Mrs. Ruth Orange, postmis­ 
tress. The post office is a one- 
room wooden structure, fur­ 


nished with a sitting bench, a 
rocking chair and a pot-bel­ 
lied stove. The stove is sup­ 
plied with wood courtesy of 
Mr. Jake Sykes, who lives 
next door. Mrs. Orange put 
the letter in with my mail be­ 
cause I use Scrabble .as the 
dateline for an occasional 
country column. I have been 
known to tell some stretchers 
in these country dispatches, 
and Mrs. Orange figured the 
Scrabble Chamber of Com­ 
merce was something I must 
have invented.

in; pretty soon would come 
tourist buses, paved roads, 
Little Leagues, piped-in mu­ 
sic, subdivisions and dupli­ 
cate bridge. 
But could a 
Southerner tell a lie to a lady 
in Menlo Park? Say not so! 
This is the truth: Scrabble 
sleeps some 13 miles west of 
Culpeper, just off Route 522 in 
Rappahannock County, Va. 
The community appears on

Our red soil, if you treat it 
friendly, produces two-pound 
tomatoes and squash the size 
of beach balls. The chief pas­ 
times are leaf-looking, bird- 
watching, fox-hunting and

orch-sitting. Under Rappa- 
annock Rules, on his first 
serve of the day, a tennis 
player gets to serve until he 
gets one in.

► W E D EC ID ED that most 
t)f this concern with “ good 
¡form” probably dates back to 
the origins of tennis. The

zealous Crusaders discovered 
tennis being played in the 
¡Arabic city of Tinnis (some 
people see a possible connec­ 
tion there) and brought it 


back to the wealthy courts of 
Europe (such as the clay 
court of King Richard the 
Lionhearted and the asphalt 
court Of Charlemagne i. At 
that time, there was a limit of 
one court per country (public 
courts dia not appear until 
after the French Revolution», 
So tennis remained a game 
for only the very elite. 
M A Y li E 
I II E 
MEDIEV AL elite wished to 
keep the competition selec­ 
tive and created a bunch of 
secret rules to exclude the 
commoners. At any rate, we 
can trace many of the non­ 
sense rules of modern tennis 
back to these courts of the 
Middle Ages 
Take tennis “ whiles" tor 
example (you can take mine 
to the nearest laundromat». It 
is customary for today s 
player to be attired in white, 
from sweatband to sneaker 
laces. II you have to have 
color, you can buy sweat 
socks with a band ol red or 
blue around the top; but even 
that's getting pretty racy for 
the more conservative tour­ 
naments. 
Supposedly, this custom 
keeps your opponent from be­ 
ing dazzled by the flash of or- 


rushing back for a deep lob. 
The use of chartreuse or 
fuchsia tennis balls, however, 
is perfectly okay. Alter all, 
they don’t dazzle your op­ 
ponent ; they merely stun him 
to insensibility. 
I FOR ONE 
believe that 
wearing whites is just a left­ 
over from the jousting tour­ 
naments of Merrie Old Eng­ 
land (a country not far from 
today’s Great Britain). White 
was a particularly good color 
to be wearing then - as we 
know 
from 
movie# about 
tournaments at King Arthur’s 
Camelot court These movies 
invariably show the winner 
wearing while plumes and 
the lightest shade ol armor.

“ Scoop" Jackson who was 
replaced by John M. Bailey. 
Thus the latter was national 
party chief from Jan. 21, 1961, 
to August 29, 1968. Which 
makes 
this 
saga 
con­ 
temporary with Dick Nixon 
and Ted Agnew. 
The moneys mentioned are 
commissions paid out by the 
John P .Kelly Co, of Hartford, 
Conn. Virtually everyone * 
recognized that the $200,(KM) 
distributed yearly in com­ 
missions by the insurance 
agency 
basically 
was 
patronage—and that some of 
the payments worked their 
way back into the coffers of 
the Connecticut Democratic 
Party, tightly run by Bailey. 
No sense using any un­ 
pleasant descriptive words 
here. John Bailey is too much 
an erudite Harvard gen­ 
tleman. 
IT IS SU FFIC IEN T 
to 
report 
that, 
at 
the 
time, 
Connecticut generally placed 
its 
insurance 
with 
one 
company 
which, in turn, 
distributed commissions to 
agents 
who provided 
vir­ 
tually no services for the 
money. Starting in 1959, the 
insurance agency of record 
for years was the John P. 
Kelly organization. 
One of its employes, was 
C< nrad Kronholm, J 
who 
was married to Bailey’s 
daughter. She held stock in 
the firm as did a teenage son 
of Bailey’s. The latter (Bailey 
Sr.) 
long 
has 
been 
in­ 
dependently wealthy. 
In 1963, the Connecticut 
House of Representatives 
began investigating the in­ 
surance 
payments. 
The 


Democrats protested. They 
were in the minority. So the 
Republicans overruled them 
The 
House 
insurance 
committee sought the Kelly 
Co. records. The Democrats 
went 
to 
the 
courts. 
The 
Republicans were stopped. So 
they issued subpoenas. 
The Superior Court sup­ 
ported them. So whether or 
not one goes to the courts for 
aid depends on whose records 
or tapes are being gored. 


AT T IIE C EN TER of the 
Democrats' strategy was the 
skilled political mind — a 
mighty keen one - of John 
Bailey, who had so expertly 
guided a young Jack Kennedy 
at 
the 
Democrats' 
1956 
Chicago nominating con­ 
vention that the youngster 
from 
Boston came within 
some 20 votes of winning the 
vice presidential nomination. 
Four years later, Bailey 
• helped 
win 
him 
the 
presidential nomination: 


The Kelly Co. records 
disclosed 
that 
commission 
payments had been made, 
over 
the years, 
to 
the 
executive secretary of the 
then 
Democratic 
Gov. 
Dempsey; also to a U. S. 
collector of customs, a U. S. 
marshal and a Connecticut 
federal housing director—all 
Democrats. 


They all were licensed 
insurance agents. But the 
vice 
chairman 
of 
the 
Democratic state central 
committee, a gracious |ady, 
was not licensed. However, 
she received $10,750 for 
commissions. After the in­ 
vestigation, she returned the 
money. 
She, at the time, had been 
running the state Democratic 
party 
headquarters 
in 
Hartford. She could not have 
had the job without Bailey’s 
approval and trust. 


IN ALL. 
328 persons, 
virtually all of them faithful 
Democrats, received

missions. The Kelly firm said 
the money was “ private” — 
so, in effect, no concern of the 
state.

Republicans 
disagreed. And in this in­ 
vestigation the Republicans 
had the votes.

D ear Dr. Lam b — Would 
you please tell me what 
potassium is? My doctor tells 
me I am low in it and tells me 
to eat lots of bananas and 
drink orange juice. What 
other food is helpful? What 
does it to do your body? 
Dear Reader— Potassium 
is one of the basic chemical 
elements. Everything we 
know is made up of chemical 
elements. Such as oxygen, 
hydrogen, carbon, sodium, 
potassium, chlorine, zinc, 
lead, gold, and so on. There 
are a little over 100 elements. 
Our entire body is made of 
combinations * of 
these 
chemical elements, so arc 
our household 
furniture, 
buildings, automobiles, etc. It 
is this fact that amuses me 
when someone tells me that 
something 
is 
harmful 
because it is *‘a chemical.” 
for 
example 
a 
given 
ingredient 
in 
a 
food. 
Everything we know is “ a 
chemical.” This is true 
whether it's part of a plant, 
part of an tpiimal. distilled 
water, soring water, purified 
water, medicine, poison, 
“ Organic food,” a food ad­ 
ditive or anything else you 
might want to mention. 
IN THE FLUID part of the 
body, the water in 
the 
bloodstream and outside of 
the cells contains a small 
amount of sodium which is an 
element and is the same 
sodium element that we have 
in ordinary table salt called 
sodium chloride. We have 
about the same amount of 
sodium salt in our body water 
as exists in sea water. Inside 
the cell membrane we have 
relatively little sodium, and, 
instead, we have potassium 
which can occur as a salt 
called potassium 
chloride. 
Both sodium and potassium 
belong to the same group of 
chemicals 
and 
have 
a 
number of similar charac­ 
teristics. 
When the body retains too 
much sodium we tend to 
retain excess fluid and this 
can cause edema, swelling 
and other problems. Many 
medicines 
are 
used 
to 
eliminate sodium through the 
kidney and, with it, eliminate 
the accumulation of water. 
Some of these medicines also 


eliminate potassium, and 
then we lose potassium from 
the cells. 
In order to maintain good 
health, one needs a normal 
amount of potassium inside 
the cells. These chemicals 
are necessary for normal 
function of the cells. The 
heart muscle won’t contract 
normally, or act normally, if 
you have a deficiency in 
potassium. If you have too 
much potassium the elec­ 
trical activity of the heart 
may even be stopped. There 
is a-proper balance of almost, 
everything in the body, and 
this includes sodium 
and 
potassium. Potassium, as a 
salt, is commonly used as a 
salt substitute for people who 
need to avoid sodium. 


\ DEFICIENCY of either 
sodium or potassium can 
cause a lot of vague symp­ 
toms. including excessive 
fatigue. A large glass of 
orange juice three times a 
day will usually provide 
about the same amount of 
potassium 
prescribed in 
most medical conditions. 
Orange juice is probably the 
best 
natural 
source 
of 
potassium 
and 
contains 
considerably more potassium 
per weight than do bananas 
and most other fruits. In 
general, however, the fruits 
are an excellent source of 
potassium.

Also suffering from the 
decision 
were 
con­ 
cessionaires and parking lots 
in or near the various N FL 
stadiums. 
And matters figure to get 
worse. 
The ballpark figure should 
swell to over 50,000 tonight 
when the Green Bay Packers 
play the New York Jets at 
Milwaukee in a nationally 
televised game. The contest 
was a sellout within the 72- 
hour period, and also will be

FDA officials said they are 
concerned that public war­ 
nings may literally frighten 
people to death. 
Tnomas W. Brown, director 
of compliance coordination 
and policy, said the FDA will 
deciae 
on

case-by-case 
basis whether or not to issue 
public warnings and include 
the product on its weekly list 
of 
potentially 
hazardous 
items being removed from 
the market. 
“ We want to preclude anv 


undue fright on the part of the 
public." he said. “ It it’s going 
to harm the public by making 
an announcement, we won’t 
do it.” 
Officials said secrecv will 
be observed in 
recalls of

because of defects, also are 
vital to prolong the life of 
patients.
